In Prosecution

NASSAU, Bahamas, Aug. 3.— 
(P)—With testimony about a fin- 
gerprint, burned hairs and a miss- 
ing shirt, the King’s prosecutor 
attempted today to prove that it 
was tall, bearded Alfred de Marig- 
ny who clubbed Sir Harry Oakes 
to death last month and left his 
body ablaze. 

An American detective, Captain 
James QO. Barker, of the Miami 


police, declared that the 35-year-| 


old De Marigny offered three dif- 
ferent explanations for the “con- 
siderable hair burns” said to have 
been found on his hands 
arms, 

Speaking slowly, while Magis- 
trate F. E. Field wrote down every 
word in longhand, Barker set 
forth for the first time the evi- 
dence which caused De Marigny 
to be arrested and charged with 
murder. 

“There had been’ considerable 
fire in the room,” he said, describ- 
ing the scene when he and Mel- 
chen were ushered into the death 
chamber.

The hairs were curl- 
ed, and some had been destroyed 
by the heat. The examination 
also disclosed burned hairs in his 
mustache, his beard, his eyebrows 
and his head, although to a lesser 
degree than on his arms.” 

At various times, Barker said, 
De Marigny said he incurred the 
burns scalding chickens at his 
chicken farm, lighting four Hurri-

Young Men Can Come Home 

Ernie Pyle, that ace of war reporters, writing 
from Sicily, told in a recent dispatch how our 
material of war flowed across from Africa, was 
unloaded on the Sicilian beaches and rushed 
to the fighting fronts in a flood almost unbe- 
lievable in speed and quantity. 

Ending his story, Pyle wrote two paragraphs 
whith, more forcefully than anything yet writ- 
ten, emphasize the importance of the home 
front sector of the all-inclusive national 
strategy for victory. Those two paragraphs 
should be read by every man and woman in 
America, those who fight, those who work, 
those who sacrifice for victory. Here they are: 

“And do you realize what it is? It is Amer- 
ica’s long-awaited power of production finally 
rolling into the far places where it must be 
to end the war. It sounds trite when put into 
words, but if you could be here and see you 
would understand how the might of material 
can overwhelm everything before it. We saw 
it in the last days of Tunisia. We are seeing 
it here. We can picture it in inklings of the 
enemy collapse that inevitably lies ahead. 

“The point is that we on the scene know 
for sure that you can substitute machines for 
lives and that if we can plague and smother 
the enemy with an unbearable weight of ma- 

inery in these next few months, hundreds 
of thousands of our young men whose expect- 
ancy was small can some day walk again 
through their own front doors.” 

To the millions of Americans who have 
worked without surcease, who have known, and 
acted on the knowledge, that nothing else mat- 
ters today but work for victory, those para- 
graphs come as a decoration for unspectacular 
valor. They make every sacrifice, every weary 
hour, every aching muscle, every minute of 
effort and of strain, worth while. They are the 
all-sufficient recompense for all we have done 
and for all we have done without. ; 

To those f2w, that minority, who have hin- 
dered the national output of war’s machinery, 
they bring the blush of shame. They point the 
accusation of the guilty conscience which whis- 
pers mémory of hours or days of idleness when 
work could have been done, which reminds of 
selfishness which placed personal profit, even 
though fleetingly, ahead of patriotic giving of 
our all, 

To everyone of us, whether guilty of slack- 


erism in the past or not, they come as inspira- 
tion to a new dedication, a new resolve to let 


be nearer the end than we realize. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


_ By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
HAMBURG AS EXAMPLE WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The 


sustained attacks conducted by 
Allied air forces on Hamburg throughout the past week may set the 
pattern for things to come, 

Hamburg, the second largest city in Germany, with a peace- 
time population of well over a million, has evi- 
dently been selected for complete destruction. 

Within the brief space of one week more 
bombs were dropped oh the German port city 
than fell on Britain during the entire period 
of the 90-day blitz three years ago. Moreover, 
they were bigger and more destructive bombs 
than the Germans used on London. The full 
load is expected to exceed more than 8,000 tons. 

Hamburg, to all intents and purposes, may 
be considered wiped out after a devastating 
attack. At last accounts, fires had been raging 
in the city for a week, their flames visible for 
45 miles at sea. The toll of death and de- 
struction must be incalculable. Though not con- 

cn firmed, we well may believe reports coming 
from Moscow through neutral sources that the city has been the 
scene of riots and peace demonstrations since the bombings began. 

Hamburg may be the pattern of things to come, in that what 

has happened there will happen to other key industrial centers of 
the Reich. Our tactics of the past week seem to suggest that we 
have hit upon the program of knocking out German war production 
centers—completely and finally—one at the time, 


TIME HAS COME It is the kind of an Allied air blitz that has 

been foreshadowed for some time. We have 
merely been waiting until our heavy bomber constructiot reached 
a point where such sustained attacks could be carried on without 
interruption, except as to adverse weather conditions. All of the 
signs now indicate that that time has now asrived. 

After Hamburg it will be Essen, then Cologne, Bremen, Dussel- 
dorf Dresden, Munich, Berlin, and the score of other cities which 
complete the list of important German population centers, When 
each of these is given the treatment received by Hamburg during 
the past week, Hitler’s ability to make war will be at an end. Long 
before we have run through the list, in fact, the Germans may be 
expected to repeat the performance of the Italians and throw the 
Nazi dictatorship regime overboard. 

The concentrating bombing of Hamburg has vast implications 
in relation to the war’s end because it may be the experimental 
proving ground of our future air program. It should reveal to the 
Allied air command how long it takes, how much effort must be 
expended, and how much the ‘cost is in men and planes to destroy 
a city of the size and industrial importance of Hamburg. 


TO EXAMINE COST 
should have been learned from the ex- 


perience of the past week. The facts are yet to be revealed, but 
it seems reasonable to judge from surface indications that the re- 
sults have been well worth the costs. That being true, the only 
question remaining is whether we and the British have built up 
our bomber production to the necessary scale of operations. Coming 
events will tell the story. 

To more fully appreciate the importance of the blow we have 
struck at Germany, Hamburg can be compared to Detroit in rela- 
tion to our own war production machine. It is the center not only 
of German U-boat construction, but of a great number of other in- 
dustries all vital to Hitler’s war supplies. If Detroit, with its tank, 
plane and gun construction—the center of the great automotive 
industry which has been converted to war purposes—were destroyed, 
our war effort would be crippled beyond measure. 

Within the brief span of a week we have erased Germany’s 
Detroit. Next week it wih be the German Pittsburgh, which is 
Essen; then the German Cleveland, Buffalo, Chicago, St, Louis, 
Milwaukee, San Francisco, and so on down the line. 


SAVE BERLIN FOR LAST? For psychological reasons we 

are probably reserving Berlin 
for a place near the end of the list, just as we waited until the 
last crucial moment to bomb Rome. That was the great dramatic 
war development in the Mediterranean that brought the Italians to 
their knees. 

When the final onslaught begins on Berlin, comparable to that 
we have just undertaken against Hamburg, the war in Europe will 
have reached its last stages. If we have the planes to carry out 
such a program, it is a two-to-one bet that the war will be over 
before Christmas. No people can stand up .under that kind of 
destruction. 

The prof of the matter seems to lie in the answer to the ques- 
tion of hoW we, ourselves, could be expected to stand up under an 
air attack which laid waste all of our principal cities? Whatever 
might be our will to carry on, we simply would not have the facili- 
ties for doing so. The day of pitchforks and squirrel-guns as im- 
plements is passed. Modern warfare is fought with scientific in- 
struments. 

Hamburg has another meaning, also. It was the scene of the 
first disaffection in German armed forces prior to the:collapse in 
the last war. If reports of recent rioting there are true, we may

Fascism Fascism, in Italy. was 
the reaction against 
the violence of Com- 
munism which was beginning to 
reproduce the Russian revolution 
among a sick, poor and confused 
population whose government had 
lost authority and respect. It was 
not an unpopular reaction, for it 
offered attractive bribes to the 
people and promised to punish the 
rich and humiliate the high-born, 
It also promised to put down dis- 
orders which always terrify the 
majority of the citizens and the 
saying that Mussolini made the 
trains run on time was not as 
empty as it sounded; for it meant 
not merely that he put them on 
schedule and kept them there, but 
also that he imposed discipline on 
revolutionary railroad workers 
and made them behave. 

Mussolini did pay off many of 
his promises to the workers, but, 
in return, he seized absolute power 
over their lives and what he gave 
the Italians, after a time, was the 
moral and practical equipment of 
the government that the Commun- 
ists had tried to establish. Busi- 
ness, although not seized outright, 
was so tightly regulated that busi- 
ness became a state enterprise 
and was fed upon by petty agents 
of the party and looted by the 
more pompous grafters and oppor- 
tunists. Any worker who thought 
his employer had misused - him 
could readily and easily go to court 
and get his rights, and it was 
pleasant in the early stages to be 
able to stand up in court and point 
a finger at the boss without fear. 
Mussolini was especially crafty in 
his treatment of the journalists for 
although he could create a one- 
party press by force it was even 
better to create a loyal body of 
enthusiastic defenders whose devo- 
tion had been bought by a form of 
job-security that made it more ex- 
pensive for an employer to fire an 
incompetent than to keep him on 
the pay roll for life. Anyway, the 
press was receiving government 
subsidies to cover any deficits that 
might result from the overload, so 
the employers, too, were reason- 
ably happy in their new condition. 


On the whole, Fas- 
It Began cism was not unpopu- 


lar with the Italians 
To Hurt as a domestic govern- 


ment. But it began to hurt when 
the bum dressed up his empire 
and in the darkness before dawn 
the hobnails of young Italians, 
faceless in the gloom, clopped in 
broken steps over the cobblestones 
of the streets leading down to the 
transports for Abyssinia. This‘ 
was war again and the Italians 
had not wanted real war but only 
parades and music and demonstra- 
tions of patriotism. Mussolini also 
put through his program of public 
works and resettlement projects 
and paid: baby-bonuses and alto- 
gether, there were elements in 
Fascism which have been copied | 
here and rapturously praised as 
social, political and economic 
gains. There, also, those who 
criticized the content and the ob- 
jectives of the government’s pro- 
gram put themselves in an exposed 
position, for there were many to 
say that Mussolini was a great and 
goed man whose heart beat only 
for the people and that his op- 
ponents had no motive but greed 
and bitterness over the loss of 
their old privileges.

Billy Evans.” 

I thoroughly agree with Mr. Finch that there has been some 
evidence of high-handed authority displayed this season by the 
president’s office. 

I once wrote a column praising President Evans for doing 

a great job of publicity for the league. He workedfor a 

spell without a secretary and must have worked (ay and 

night to get out so much copy for papers around the circuit. 

He pitched in and worked hard. He got out a booklet of 

instructions for umpires. He worked over the league consti- 

tution. 

And. so far as I know, the only real objection voiced against 
him has been his stubbornness over the umpires. It is a stubborn- 
ness that borders.on unfairness, especially when he went to the 
length of suspending Manager Harry Hughes.

Their letters, which followed

'forces of France, were accom- 
panied by an order issued by De 
Gaulle calling upon the Fighting 
French to accept Giraud as their 
new military commander -in- 
chief. 

With this public demonstration 
of unity by the two French lead- 
ers there was a growing French 
|impatience at the delay of the 
United States in recognizing the 
French provisional government. 

Fear Propagandists. 

An editorial in Derniere Nou- 
velles, of Algiers, French North 
Africa’s leading afternoon news- 
paper, said the British favored 
French recognition, “realizing the 
|unfortunate consequences of the 
present (American) attitude.” 

Declaring that President Roose- 
velt and Secretary of State Hull 
were “risking committing a politi- 
cal and psy€hological erro#,” the 
| editorial said their silence in the 
face of the unification of French 
military power has “given addi- 
tional arguments to any propa- 
ganda, and the collaborationist 
radio draws strange conclusions 
from this equivocal position.” 

Under the new unifying agree- 
ment, Giraud becomes generalis- 
Simo over all the armed services 
of the French empire and De 
Gaulle heads the committee of na- 
tional defense. 

De Gaulle Makes Reply. 

Giraud wrote De Gaulle thank- 
ing the Fighting French leader 
for recognizing him as the miili- 
tary commander and declaring 
that he had asked the members of 
France’s fighting forces “to retain 
their admiration and affection. for 
you, but to accord me the devo- 
tion and confidence which have 
been shown me by the magnifi- 
cent army of Africa in the sub- 
‘lime task which claims us all— 
the liberation of France.” 

In his reply, De Gaulle said 
that “they (Fighting French) wil 
follow you, I am sure, with all the 
confidence and devotion merited 
by the great soldier and leader 
which you are.” 

Giraud’s letter was dated July 
31, the day the French Committee 
of National Liberation agreed 
upon military unification. De 
Gaulle’s answer came yesterday.

Use Constitution Want Ads 
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Industry All Out 
To Build Corsairs 


Goodyear, Brewster, and 600 Others 
Work With Chance Vought 
Making Navy Fighter 


STRATFORD, Conn.—Not the butcher, 
‘nor the baker, nor the candlestick maker, but 
the baby carriage builder and the washing 
machine manufacturer and the cream sepa- 
gator maker—all are pitching in to help 
three airplane companies provide America’s 
fighting sons with the Navy's F4U fighter 
plane, the hard-hitting Vought Corsair. 

Two years ago, the Chance Vought Air- 
crait division of United Aircrait Corpora- 
tion was just bringing its new Corsair fighter 
design out of the experimental stage to meet 
the first orders being placed by the Navy. 
In light of what has happened since, those 
first orders were small. With the aid of the 
few sub-contractors already associated with 
Vought, it appeared probable that the division 
could handle the production itself, 

Then’ the program began to grow. Far 
more extensive facilities were required. This 
would mean spreading. Vought management 
undesirably thin. Vought sought another 
solution. 

It determined to farm out as much of its 
work as possible, But regular aircraft sub- 
contractors were jammed up. New sources 
had to be developed. Today some 600 to 700 
subcontractors and vendors, a cross section 
of American industry, are hard at work sup- 
plying parts for the Corsair. 

A tormer manufacturer of baby carriages 
is building ailerons, a cream separator fac- 
tory makes engine mounts, a washing ma- 
chine maker. builds wing flaps, a linoleum 
firm makes tail surfaces and fuselage sec- 
tions, a can company makes cowlings and 
tail surfaces. 

About 35% of the work on a Vought-built 
Corsair is done here, 65% elsewhere. It. is 
expected that ultimately it will be 20% here 
and 80% outside. 

Throughout, Vought has maintained a com- 
plete manufacturing setup which continues 
to turn out Corsair parts. Consequently 
Vought. alwavs has a potential alternate 
source of supply should an emergency arise. 


Navy Calls for More Corsairs 


The program expanded still further. Even 
the extensive sub-contracting plans were not 
sufficient. At the request of the United States 
Navy, Brewster Aeronautical Corporation, 
builder of the Buftalo fighter and Buccaneer 
and Bermuda dive bombers, agreed to build 
the Corsair fighter which Vought had de- 
veloped. First engineering drawings were 
sent to Brewster in September, 1941. 

Months went by. Pearl Harbor was:a smok- 
fing ruin. More Corsairs would be needed than 
ever before. Existing airplane companies 
were already over-burdened. Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Company, Inc., had a subsidiary, 
Goodyear Aircraft Corporation, builder of 
the famous Goodyear blimps and also supplier 
of parts to other airplane companies. It was 
e@sked to build complete Corsairs as well. 
First engineering drawings went to Good- 
year in February, 1942. 

A going airplane concern, Brewster al- 
ready had its sources of supply. The Corsair 
was just another airplane to the Brewster 
production engineers. Close liaison was main- 
tained with Vought but more for the pur- 
pose of familiarization with Vought methods 
and for contact to assure orderly develop- 
ment of the program than to learn how to 
build an airplane. 


Goodyear Starts from Scratch 


With Goodyear it was different. A new 
factory had to be erected, new sources of 
supplies arranged, workers hired and trained. 
In general, Goodyear has used the sub-con- 
tractors developed by Vought. While the new 
plant was going up, Vought helped to train 
the Goodyear engineers and workers. The 
Corsair was then in the early stages of pro- 
duction with its attendant difficulties but over 
@ period of six months Vought found time to 
absorb some 1,200 Goodyear people into its 
production setup for training. In Akron, 
these Vought-trained Goodyear workers be- 
came the nucleus for Goodyear’s Corsair di- 
Vision. 

Both companies maintain close contact with 
Vought. Ideas are exchanged. Help is given 
instantly when shortages develop or trouble 
arises. And today America is receiving the 
fruits of this cooperation among normal com- 
petitors in the form of fighting Corsairs. 

Up to the present the fighting has been 
done by Corsairs built by Vought. Now the

Boeing Flying Fortresses, 
Consolidated Liberators, Grumman Avenger 
torpedo planes, Douglas Dauntless dive bomb- 
ers were protected by Marines flying Vought 
Corsairs, sailors flying Grumman Wildcats 
and soldiers in Lockheed Lightnings. 

Five American planes were lost—three 
fighters, one dive bomber, one torpedo plane. 
But, in addition to the nine surface vessels, 
49 Japanese planes were destroyed. Of these, 
the Navy’s big Vought Corsairs got 36, Leif 
Erickson reported for the Associated Press. 

Major Gregory Weissenberger, whose 
Corsair squadron bagged 11 of the Jap planes, 
had high praise for the bomber pilots. “Those 
bomber boys,” he said, “always say we fight- 
ers are great stuff, protecting them. Brother, 
they’ve got guts. With Zeros all around them, 
they go right down to the target without 
swerving. When we fighters get into trouble, 
we run. They can’t.” 

Calls Corsair Best Fighter 

Equal praise for the fighter pilots came, 
Mr. Erickson reported, from Lieutenant 
Howard Paine, torpedo plane pilot. “The fight- 
ers did a wonderful job, The F4U (Navy 
Corsair) is the best damned fighter plane in 
the world. One took two Zeros off my tail.” 


STRATFORD, Conn.—Unstinting trib- 
ute to the “men who keep ’em flying” from 
the air fields of the. Southwest Pacific was 
paid by C. J. McCarthy, vice-president of 
the United Aircraft Corporation. 

Mr. McCarthy had just returned from a 
24,000-mile air inspection trip through the 
fighting areas to observe the combat per- 
formance of the Navy’s new Corsair fighter.

SEATTLE, Wasn.—A change in the 
shape of the propeller blades helped make 
possible high level precision bombing by 
Boeing’s Flying Fortress. 

Concentrated Axis ‘anti-aircraft fire had 
climbed up to meet early B-17’s. The Boeing 
Aircraft Company set out to develop a Fort- 
ress that would fly still higher. 

First they “slicked up” the airplane itself. 
Then, cooperating with engine and Army 
technicians, they improved high altitude en- 
gine performance through refinements in 
supercharging. This called for greater blade 
area on the propellers to absorb the added 
horsepower in the rarified atmosphere, If not 
remedied, this condition was critical enough 
to make the added engine power useless. 

Since Fortress design will not give ade- 
quate clearance for a larger-diameter pro- 
peller, Hamilton Standard engineers had to 
find another way to get the extra blade area. 
A wider paddle propeller was the answer. 

The new blade has given the vaunted 
Fortress outstandingly successful perform- 
ance at extreme altitudes, and has made the 
plane more dreaded*than ever to America’s 
enemies. The paddle blade is being used to 
advantage on other planes, notably the Con- 
solidated Liberator. 


Former Silk Weaving Mill

This time it will make propellers, not deli- 
cate silken fabrics.

Conversion of the idle mill into a pro- 
peller factory carries out Hamilton Stand- 
ard’s policy of utilizing existing facilities 
rather than have the taxpayer provide gleam- 
ing new factories to handle the wartime need 
for its products. Two other former textile 
mills, located at Westerly, R. I., and Nor- 
wich, Conn., already are at work building 
propellers. 

In addition, Remington Rand, Frigidaire 
and Nash-Kelvinator have been licensed to 
build Hamilton Standard propellers, The 
Hamilton Standard home plant is now con- 
centrating more and more upon new and ad- 
vanced propeller models to insure that pro- 
peller development in this country keeps far 
ahead of the Axis.

Douglas Airliner Stars 
In Two New War Roles 


Hits Sicily with Paratroops; 
Spans Atlantic with Glider 


ADVANCED AIR BASE IN TUNISIA 
—Two epics of the air were written within 
a week by that airline veteran, the Douglas 
DC-3. In Sicily it led the invasion with 
loads of paratroopers hours before sea- 
borne fighters smashed the coast. For the 
British it made aviation history towing a 
loaded glider for the first time across the 
Atlantic. 

Spearheading the Sicilian invasion, the 
Douglas transports dropped load after load 
of paratroopers and supplies behind enemy 
nerve centers—power plants, rail concentra- 
tions, and air fields. 

The Geronimo, one of the unarmed and 
unarmored Douglas transports, took a beating 
worse than average. An Axis shell smashed 
a four by six foot hole in the side, tore 
off the door and killed one trooper. Another 
hit carried away part of the left stabilizer. 

“The shock nearly spun the controls out of 
my hands,” the pilot said. His co-pilot re- 
ported that they had only half a plane left. 
Somehow that “half” kept flying; the Ger- 
onimo dropped its troops and got home safely. 

A flying colonel said after the action: 
“Give them half a chance and they will 
always bring you back.” 

Meanwhile another Douglas towed the first 
glider across the Atlantic. Twenty-eight hours 
after leaving Montreal, the glider floated to 
earth with a ton and a half of vaccines, 
radio and engine parts. 

The Douglas transports were driven bv 
Pratt & Whitney Twin Wasp engines and 
Hamilton Standard Hydromatic propellers.

Bombardiers Go Through the Mill 

Flying recruits first go to college from six 
weeks to five months, then to a pre-flight 
school for nine weeks, The recruits then go 
to classification centers, After exhaustive 
physical and psychological tests, they are 
selected as bombardiers, pilots or navigators, 
Tests are now so accurate that examiners can 
predict closely the number of candidates out 
of each hundred who will win wings. 

Men chosen for bombardier schools spend 
eighteen weeks with the bombsights. They 
work problems in mathematics, aerodyname 
ics, physics and navigation until their reac 
tion time is trigger fast. In final test missions, 
embryonic bombardiers have only seconds to 
set sights on a straight run. Those who pass 
have demonstrated uncanny accuracy. 

Equally important are navigators. After 
months of training they can guide their 
planes unerringly through unfamiliar skies, 
to hit their objective on the nose, at the 
scheduled minute. 

Over a Year Needed to Make a Pilot 

Pilots spend over a year learning their jobs, 
cooperating with bombardiers and navigators 
so that speed, direction and altitude will be 
perfect during the bomb run, 

Pilot cadets log a minimum of 130 hours 
of flying time in primary and basic schools 
and become proficient in navigation, radio 
work, weather interpretation, sky discipline. 

When pilots finish basic school they are 
reclassified into single engine and multi- 
engine pilots and sent to advanced school, 
Here the fighter pilot gets nearly 100 hours 
more flying time. He continues study of 
navigation, learns the tricks of combat, 
spends hours ir. formation flying, cross-coune 
try missions and target practice. 

They Learn Planes Inside Out 


Bomber cadet pilots at advanced school 
learn to handle multi-engined planes, learn 
to find their way despite storms or strange 
terrain, and practice fixed gunnery, formas 
tion flying, and radio. 

But their training is not finished. Nex# 
they go to a transition school. 

They learn the plane they are to fly in come 
bat inside out. They study emergency pro- 
cedures—how best to fly a Consoljdated 
Liberator on only two engines or a Martin 
Marauder on only one engine—how to handle 
a ship with a partially destroyed rudder, 
aileron or wing—how to land in the water 
or make belly landings when the wheels have 
been shot away. 

No enemy fighters were met over Rome, 
But every bomber was prepared to defend 
itself with accurate fire, the result of a rigid 
six-weeks gunnery course which every 
bomber crew member must pass.

In 1939 the Army had only two air training fields — Kelly and Randolph — with a yearly 
output of about 500 pilots. Now the whole southern half of the United States is dotted 
with fields to supply pilots and crews for the swarms of new combat planes taking to the 


air each month. 


Despite this tremendous expansion and the faster, hotter planes the boys fly, a com-* 
parison between the ten pre-war years and 1942 shows a significant decrease in the rate of 
Army Air Forces airplane accidents per 1,000 flying hours. 

This record reflects the meticulous care which marks every phase of the program of the: 
AAFTC. Improved training methods have been standardized through central instructors 


schools. Safety officers check at every point. 


The record also reflects the dependability of the equipment and the skill of maintenance 
crews. At one advanced single-engine school, in operation for two years, cadets flying North 
American AT-6’s powered by Pratt & Whitney engines and using Hamilton Standard pro- 
pellers have yet to report an engine or propeller failure. © 

A recent analysis disclosed that more than three-quarters of the training accidénts were 
caused by personnel failures. Materiel failures accounted for less than one-fifth, miscella- 
neous (such as weather) and-undetermined causes were responsible for the rest.
